THE ASSASSINS TRIAL. 
What Guiteau Has to say About his As- 


than on Saturday, and with the great- 
est difficulty those entitled to admis- 
sion could force their way through the 
corridor to the Criminal Court room. 
The opening of Court was delayed 
some minutes in consequence. Guiteau 
arrived in the van at nine oclock hav- 
ing an escort of three mounted police 
in addition to two officers on the van. 
He was at once taken to his room, 
where he breakfasted and read the 
morning papers, He seemed to have 
entirely recovered from his scare. 

| He attributed his escape on Satur- 
day to the interposition of Deity, and 
desired his bearers to understand that 
he was not afraid to die if Deity de- 
sired it, but he did not want to be 
shot down like a dog before he had 
time to fully vindicate his conduct in 
a court of justice. 

Upon being brought into Court 
Guiteau at once devoted himself to 
his papers, and, contrary to general 
expectations made no demonstrations 
whatever or allusions to the attempt 
upon his life. Immediately upon 
opening Court. Robinson arose and ad- 
dressed the Court for the purpose of 
calling attention to an article in the 
Evening Post, in which Scoville was 
made to say he would request the 
withdrawal of Robinson from the case, 
Robinson criticised in severe terms the 
discourtesy he had received from Gui- 
teau, who broke in with, Your Honor, 
„I want Robinson to stay in the case.” 

Robinson requested the Court to 
grant his discharge from the case, and 
positively stated that he could not 
with proper self respect remain in as- 
sociation with Scovile. 

Guiteau, who had been closely fol- 
lowing Robinson all through the latter 
portion of his speech, broke in again, 
and with considerable warmth said, 
That's an able speech, and I agree 
with moat of it. If he had only made 
it last Monday there never would 
have been any disturbance between 
us.” Scoville here tried to quiet 
Guiteau, when be retorted upon him, 
“Keep quiet yourself; I'm talking 
now. I sympathize with him in this 
matter.” 

Scoville made a brief statement, de- 
ploring the disagreement. After 
which Judge Cox relieved Robinson 
from further connection with the de- 
ſense. 0 Scoville began an address to 
the Court with We do not expect to 
be compelled to conduct the case en- 
tirely without assistance——” Here 
Guiteau exclaimed I understood that 
Judge Maguder was anxious to assist 
in this trial; also Mr. Townsend. I 
should like to have them appear here 
as well as Sweet or Trude of Chi- 
cago.” Then adding, after a pause: 
“On the question of malpractice, my 
idea is simply this: that by the physi- 
cians own statement, on the 25th of 
July the President was not fatally 
shot. We don’t want to press the 
subject, but desire to have it go on 
record, so that the Cuurt in banc may 
take notice of it.” After a brief pause 
Guiteau added: That's all there is to 
the malpractice business. 

Guiteau, retaining bis seat, began : 
“ Your honor, I was not aware that I 
was expected to speak this morning.“ 
Scoville here leaned over and whis- 
pered to him, when Guiteau retorted 
sharply and with impatience: “I 
wont stand up. I’m not afraid to, 
however, but I have only a moment to 
speak and will keep my seat. I do 
not care to say more than was pub- 
lished last Monday in my address to 
the public. I presume the jury all saw 
it. [have no set speech to make. 
1 appear as my own counsel. 
[only want to get at the facts. If 
anyone ssys I owe them twenty dol- 
lars and I don’t, I will deny it on the 
spot. My idea is to take things when 
they are hot. I shall go on the stand 


Guiteau. Jones laughed, and said: 
It wasnt I who shot at him; I want 
to see them prove it.” 80 confident 
were the officers last night that the 
right man had been secured, that no 
further search was made, and it was 
not until this afternoon that any offi- 
cers on the van at the time were seat 
out to the station house. Officer Ed- 
len, who was sitting on the van with 
the driver, and who shot et the horse- 
man as he wheeled and fled, rode out 
to the station house about 5 o'clock. 
After a thoreugh scrutiny of Jones’ 
features and some conversation with 
him, Officer Edlen said: Gentle- 
men, that is not the man. I should 
know the man of yesterday among 
millions. I not only fail to identify 
this man Jones as the man, but I 
wouid swear that he is not the man.” 
Perry Carson, the colored guards- 
man at the rear of the van, to-night 
positively identified Jones as the 
horseman who followed the van to 
East Capital and First streets, where 
the shooting occurred. Carson says 
when the van reached the Capitel 
grounds Jones was pretty close, and 
when they reached First street he 
rode past the rear end and almost im- 
mediately be beard a pistol shot, and 
then another, but whether Jones is the 
man who fired the first shot he cannot 
say, as it was impossible to see what 
happened, 


Guiteau Exhibited. 
Wasuineton, November 20. 

There were hundreds of visitors at 
the District Jail yesterday. Religious 
services were held in the morning in 
the rotunda by representatives of va- 
rious churches. Guiteau was the at- 
traction throughout the day. A 
crowd of anxious spectators hung 
around the gate opening into the cor- 
ridor, in which is his cell. Occasion- 
ally the crowd would obtain permis- 
sion to pass through the corridor and 
view the prisoners in their cells, in- 
cluding Guiteay, The guards would 
engage him in conversation in regard 
to the attempt yesterday, and his in- 
variable reply to all questions wes: 
“Oh yes, Lam hard to hit. People 
will learn after a while that the Lord 
is with me, and will not permit me to 
be killed.“ The flesh wound caused 
by the shot caubes the prisoner no in- 
convenience whatever. He insists 
that he must have a strong guard of 
policeman to-morrow to assist the 
Lord in keeping him from danger. 
This afternoon the crowd at the jail 
became so great that Guiteau was no- 
tified by the Warden that there was a 
large number of persons in the rotun- 
da who desired to see him and that 
ue had better step out into the corri- 
dor. Guiteau immediately put on his 
hat and coat and brushing himself off 
appeared in full view of every onc 
present. Upon retiring he saluted 
the crowd in military style, smiling 
in an iadifferent manner as he did so. 
The guards say he passed a quiet 
night, talking but little. He spends 
most of his time reading and writing. 
The guards also say, while he appears 
perfectly calm and composed yet he 
is greatly disturbed about to-morrow. 
He is not quite satisfied that he will 
escape violence. Various rumors are 
in circulation in the eastern part of 
the city regarding attempts to shoot 
Guiteau. It is believed that concerted 
action has been taken to kill him since 
the trial begun. The military guard 
is still on duty, and no fears are felt 
by the officers of the jail that further 

attempts will be made. 


Cannon's Confession. 
Wasuineton, November 21. 
In the Utah contested election case 
Cannon has filed the following docu- 
ment: “In the matter of George Q. 
Cannon's contest of Allen G. Camp-

Death Found Him inthe Pulpit. 
SACRAMENTO, November 21. 

Rev. D. D. Hart, pastor of the 
church of United Brethren, was last 
evening, just as he had finished his 
sermon, and was calling on persons to 
come to the altar to be prayed for, at- 
tacked with a fit of conghing. He 
burst a blood vessel and fell down in 
the pulpit. He was carried to the 
vestry room and died within ten min- 
utes from excessive bleeding. He 
was aged thirty-six years and seven 
months. He was a native of Ohio. 


Early last spring the elegant man- 
sion of one of New York's wealthiest 
capitalists, situated on a beautiful hill 
in New Jersey, was turned into a 
house of mourning. It had been con- 


structed on the most approved sani- 
tary and scientific principles. Thou- 
sands of dollars had been expended in 
the drainage, plumbing and ventila- 
tien. The surroundings were health- 
ful, the air was pure, and yet an 
epidemic of diphtheria swept away a 
family of young and beautiful chil- 
dren. It was the theory of the phy- 
sicians that the house was filled with 
malaria, which always invites dipthe- 
ria, and, skeptical ss the father was, 
he instituted a rigid examination. 
Every cleset, pipe and drain was found 
to be perfect, and they were about to 
give up, baffled, when by accident 
they examined the furnace fresh air 
box, and a few feet from its opening, 
in a neighbor’s lot, they discovered a 
mass of putrifying garbage! The 
mystery was explained. The malaria 
had found an entrance through the 
“fresh” air flue, and three loved ones 
perished because “somebody had blun- 
dered!’ The same result was seen 
at Princeton College, seven students 
losing their lives by the faulty drain- 
age of the college grounds. These 
eccurrences were not ‘‘ dispensations 
of Providence,” they were the result 
of plain carelessness.
